What is overlooked by the apostles of acting 
now and thinking it over later is the hard fact 
that decisions now being made are not only 
costly by the billions, they are irrevocable.

The sober thought which Mr. Young’s comment 
should impress on all concerned is that whatever 
kind of development is carried to completion 
in the Missouri Valley, it will use up the 
resources, the money and the opportunity for 
any kind of development of this region. This 
is so epochal an undertaking that there is no 
practical substitute for being right the first time. 


The responsibility rests upon Gongress to do 
it right and do it now. 


Chicago’s 20-Cent Fare 


Public ownership of a transit system is no 


automatic answer to higher fares. The Chicago . 


Transit Authority has just lifted its fares to 20 
cents—the sixth increase since the public au- 
thority took over transportation in 1947. 

The Chicago authority is well managed. It has 
had little political interference. Yet it has faced 
inevitable handicaps. A special burden is a heavy 

‘debt incurred to modernize the system, because 
C.T.A. took over the worn-out facilities of sev- 
eral bankrupt private firms. 

But C.T.A. has found no easy answer to one 
problem. This is the fact that the number of its 


riders has declined 32 per cent in number since — 
1947, despite very slight reductions in service. . 


The automobile has drawn more and more pas- 
sengers away. This has brought on worse traffic 


, congestion, slowed transit operations and dis- 
couraged transit riding even more. 


Every urban transit system; public or private, 
now faces the question of how to get motorists 
out of their autos and back on busses and street- 
cars. That is the surest way to hold fares down 
and keep service up. But the answer involves 
not only reasonable fares and swift service, but 
provisions for other traffic and parking, and a 
host of connected problems. 

The St. Louis area ought to insist on knowing 
the answers when it contemplates the future 
management of its mass transportation. 
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Compulsory Price-Fixing Again? 

_ Price fixing on branded prdéducts, compulsory 
on all retailers in a state if one retailer and the 
manufacturer set a figure, is staring the already 
hard-pressed American consumer in the face 
again. 

The compulsion on retailers who do not agree 
to the price-fixing was knocked out by the 
United States Supreme Court a year ago, but a 
bill putting it back in has just been passed by 
the House of Representatives. Some sharp jug- 
gling of committees, described by the New York 
Herald Tribune in an article reprinted on this 
page today, was required, but once the issue was 
brought to the floor only 10 members spoke up 
for the consumer and his pocketbook, and they 
were unable to force a roll call, so shy are Con- 
gressmen about putting themselves on record in 
a presidential year. | 

A hundred and ninety-six Congressmen—all 
unrecorded—voted to reinstate the compulsory 
feature, though Kortune magazine estimates it 
costs hit enough by price infla- 
tion short of this added blow—on the order of 
$750,000,000 a year. 

The National Association of Retail Druggists 
is the. principal spear-head for compulsive price- 


fixing. The General Federation of Women’s‘ 


Clubs opposes it. So does the American Farm 
Bureau. Federation. So do the National Grange, 
the American Bar Association and the CIO.

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- Congress Cuts Its Own Taxes 

We have long held ‘the opinion that Senator 
Jack S. Phogbound and Senator Snort (staunch, 
fearless, atomic) are not really representative of 
congressional character.

To offset that disas- 
ter, the House amendment provides that for tax 
purposes members of Congress shall be deemed 
not to be residents of Washington, D.C., where 
they spend most of their time. | : 


This will enable them to deduct from their in- 
come taxes as business expense all their living 
expenses while in Washington—trent, food, trans- 
portation, entertainment, laundry and the like. 


No-doubt the Congressmen find the cost of liv- 
ing in Washington quite onerous, just as their 
constituents find it onerous back home. It may 
even: be that thé Congressmen are entitled to 
higher salaries, But to give themselves a special 
tax treatment which is not available to their 
constituents—to say in effect that unlike every- 
body else they are entitled to a cost-of-living de- 
duction from their tax bills—is a peculiarly bra- 
zen manifestation of Phogboundism.

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Fire Safety Still Ignored 
The fire at the Elm Hotel in north St. Louis 


was a forceful reminder that all of the city’s 


so-called “non-fireproof” hotels are still not fully 
in compliance with the fire safety code. The code 
went into effect last July, and full compliance 
ought to be required. 

The Elm, strictly speaking, is a rooming house 
and not a hotel. Director of Public Safety Myles 
P. Dyer points out, however, that only last Janu- 
ary he prevented a hotel permit from being is- 
sued for the establishment because inspection re- 
vealed the four-story structure did not meet min- 
imum fire safety standards for the smaller hotels. 

This was a happy circumstance. Seventeen 
persons were in the Elm at the time of the fire 
and all 17 were led to safety. Had the hotel per- 
mit been granted, a greater number of persons 
might well have been inside, with a possible 
tragedy in the making. 

The fire also cast a light on what has all the 
appearances of an unfortunate loophole in the fire 
safety code. Why should the code permit lesser 
standards for a large rooming house than it does 
for a small hotel? This ought to be the subject 
of inquiry by the Board of Aldermen. Perhaps 


the code should be tightened. Surely it should 


be enforced. 
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Danger: Under 25 

How much of a safety problem the youthful 
driver has become is shown by the spiraling 
rates of the insurance companies. A standard 
personal-liability and property-damage policy 
costs $58 in Chicago unless someone under 25 is 
going to drive the car, in which event the price 
jumps upward $37, In New York City the penalty 
is even greater. A policy that costs $115 when it 
covers older adults is increased in cost $74 if a 


younger driver is to be covered. 


These significant figures are supplied by the 
Family Economics Bureau of the Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Co. of Minneapolis. Traf- 
fic safety authorities who were interviewed by 


the bureau did not blame youthful cocksureness | 


alone. They also: gave “publicized leniency in 
treatment of young offenders, and slacker par- 


- ents,” major shares of blame. The comment of 


one state traffic official is revealing: 


Too many young violators assume that 
they will get off with a slap on the wrist, 
either as first offenders or because of their 
youth. While some parents are very co- 
operative, too many others are indignant ‘at 
traffic authorities when notified of their 
childrén’s traffic violations; too many leave 
the training of their children up to the pub- 
lic schools; too many let their children buy 
battered jalopies and drive them without 
brakes and without insurance. 


St. Louisans can recall examples in their own 
community when all these criticisms have been 
justified. The result, nationally, is a disastrously 
high accident rate among young drivers. The 
average young driver is 60 per cent more likely 
to have an accident than is an older driver, and 
67 to 100 per cent more likely to have an acci- 
dent in which someone is killed. 


The one bright spot in this dark and danger- 
ous picture is that the youngsters respond well 
to training in good driving. Vast improvement in 
driving performance and safety records has 
been produced by training classes in. high 
schools. If parents take to heart the counsel 
of the state traffic official just quoted, they too 
will take a hand in teaching their children to 
drive properly. An educated driver at the wheel 
can be a safe driver even if he is under 25. 
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A Governor With No sat in Hand 


More than almost anything else, Missouri— 
and especially rural Missouri—needs doctors and 
hospital facilities. Reeognizing this, the Legisla- 
ture finally voted the none too munificent sum 
of $6,000,000 for the starting of a full, four-year 
medical school on the State University campus 
at Columbia, 

It was not easy to get the money appropriated. 
Some pretty silly arguments were taken pretty 
seriously for a while by some of the legislators. 
But eventually the legislators did see the light, 
and they authorized the University of Missouri 
curators to go ahead in Columbia. 


Yet, so far, this green light does not really 
shine, Although he has had it for weeks, Gov. 
Forrest Smith has not yet signed the appropria- 
tion, bill providing for the establishment of the 
school. University authorities called.on him the 
other day, but apparently they got little satisfac- 
tion. 7 

Despite the mandate of. the Legislature and 
the overwhelming testimony of medical educa- 
tors, the Governor has not yet made up his mind 
that Columbia is the right place for the school.

But the druggists who sell to them wrote plenty, so Congress 
passed a bill letting any retailer fix prices for all the retailers in 
his state; a committee switcheroo was required in the House to do 
it; 196 favored it, only 10 spoke up for the forgotten consumer.

Events in the House of Representatives 
on May 8 were the climax to a perfect 
lesson in how an organized group of citi- 
zens who want anything from Congress 
should go about getting it. 


The group of citizens in this case was 
the nation’s druggists, the manufacturers 
and wholesalers of drug store products, 
and some other retailers and manufac- 
turers. 

What they wanted was “fair trade”—the 
system under which a manufacturer or 
wholesaler can set the minimum retail 
price of his article in a state by signing a 
contract with a single retailer in that state. 


Though fair trade laws are state laws, 
the druggists—who completely dominated 
the fight for fair trade—needed congres- 
sional action because a Supreme Court 
decision of last May largely nullified the 
effectiveness of the state laws. 

The druggists needed from Congress a 
law validating the “non-signer” provision 
—the provision which makes all retailers, 


including the majority who do not sign: 


specific fair trade contracts, abide by the 
fair trade price as it applies to goods 
shipped across state lines. 

The Administration was heartily against 
the bill, as evidenced by vigorous testimony 
from the Justice Department and the Fed- 
eral: Trade Commission. 

Most of the press (conservative and lib- 
eral) was against it, and two of the four 
leading Washington newspapers cam- 
paigned actively against it. 

Though there are two points of view 
about its effect on consumers, it has the 
agreed effect of keeping prices up in some 
cases. 

But when the House voted, 196 members 
supported the bill and only 10 opposed it. 


The steamroller vote was only the cul- 
mination of a story that had begun during 
the first session of this Congress last fall. 


The drug industry lobbyists, contemplat- 
ing their strategy for a bill to nullify the 
Supreme Court decision, were well aware 
(1) that the original federal fair-trade leg- 
islation had been in the form of an amend- 
ment to the anti-triist laws, (2) that all 
legislation regarding the anti-trust laws is 
considered by the Judiciary Committee, 
and (3) that the chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, Representative Emanuel Celler 
of New York, is an inveterate foe of 
fair trade legislation. 

So the lobbyists got their lawyers to 


draw up a bill amending the Federal Trade ° 


Commission act instead. The FTC is under 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee—head- 
‘ by Representative Robert Crosser of 
hio, a friend of fair trade. 


Then they got Representative John A. 
McGuire of Connecticut to introduce their 
bill, and the chief hurdle was passed. 


The bill went to the Commerce Commit- 
tee. Hearings began soon after Congress 
reconvened in January, a subcommittee 
was promptly appointed to continue the 
hearings, and the McGuire bill rolled out 
of the committee on Feb. 27, virtually un- 
changed. 

Meanwhile, the Judiciary Committee, 
which had been by-passed, attempted a 
rear-guard action by promptly reporting 
out a bill of its own which would restore 
fair trade but which contained a group 
of four limiting provisions. 

When debaté in the House began, it be- 
came clear immediately that there would 
be no effective opposition to fair trade as 
such. The only fight was over which 
bill to approve, with some private fair-trade 
advocates urging the Judiciary Committee's 
bill as containing more protection for their 
interests. 

But the drug people had told the con- 
stituents to tell their Congressmen that 
the McGuire bill was the only one that 
would do the job. The Congressmen were 
so informed. And the result was that when 
voting began, the substitute bill was 
knocked down 111-12. 


Other amendments were offered. Sensing 
their strength, the bill’s managers cut down 
debate to as little as three minutes on 
some of them. They were all turned 
down by voice vote or overwhelming stand- 
ing votes. 

The whole thing took only a little over 
two hours, and the McGuire bill was passed 
and sent to thé Senate (where there is a 
chance of another committee juggling act, 
incidentally, because the chairmen of the 
two committees there are in reverse posi- 
tions regarding fair trade). 

Mr. Celler, almost the only fair trade 
opponent who took the floor, asked plain- 
tively if there wasn't any one in:the House 
trying to protect “the consumers. But as 
the drug spokesmen frankly pointed out, 


‘ the letters from their people arrived and 


letters from consumers didn’t.

Between Book Ends 


Widow's Brood 
LITTLE MULE, by John Burress. (Vanguard Press, 3/4 
pgs., $3.)

Little Male, christened but never called 
Jefferson, is the youngest of five children 
born to an impoverished preacher and gis 
wife in Zenith, Mo. (not to be confused 
with Sinclair Lewis’ literary bailiwick). 
As the narrative opens, the silent children 
crouch stiffly on the back porch, stunned 
by.a new experience: Their father lies dy- 
ing inside. The rest of the book recounts: 
the struggles of the children and their 
mother, a proud “widder woman,” to make 
their own way. Seeing their meager pos- 
sessions taken to satisfy the debts of the 
father’s illness, the members of the family 
move from one domestic catastrophe to an- 
other: a tornado (well described), loss of 
their cow and its calf, failure of the first 
painfully cared-for cotton crop, the indigni- 

=. ties which cruel 
neighbors heap upon 
the improvident 
brood, an unfortu- 
nate attempt to move 
in with other rela- 
tives. 

Through the narra- 
tive runs a series of 
typical childhood epi- 
sodes, a few fresh 
and keenly observed, 
others predictable 
and worn when Mark 
Twain penned his 
classics of youth; a 
funeral and a mar- 
riage, the latter re- 
plete with earthly humor; an extended 
free-for-all among the neighborhood chil- 
dren which reaches a climax when Little 
Mule’s mother downs a rival matriarch and 
sits upon her stomach until she is subdued; 
the efforts of the children to find a mail- 
order husband for their widowed mother. 


Despite a plethora of detail in these epi- 
sodes (like the children, the prose is fre- 
quently “tired but happy”), Mr. Burress 
wisely keeps the sentiment from 
out of hand, and through understatement 
he imbues some of the incidents with oc- 
casional flashes of pathos and humor. 

Although the book suffers from the 
author’s insistence upon reproducing long 
stretches of life-like but tiresome conver- 
sation, the novel picks up interest in its 
last third in one long, sustained narrative 
section reminiscent of “The Yearling.” 
Within an almost Poe-like swamp, the boy 
discovers a mare in foal, caught in the 
morass and nearing delivery. How Little 
Mule saves the mare and the young jack, 
which subsequently becomes his own 
when he persuades the owner not to de- 
stroy the ugly beast, gives the book its 
most rewarding pages. 


Oklahoma Indians 
A GUIDE TO THE INDIAN TRIBES OF OKLAHOMA, 
by Muriel H. Wright. (University of Oklahoma 

Press, Norman, Okla., 300 pgs., $5. 

The “guide” that Miss Wright has com- 
piled takes its place as the thirty-third vol- 
ume of the University of Oklahoma’s se- 
ries on the civilization of the American 
Indian, inaugurated in 1932. Purpose of 
this volume, the reconstruction of Ameri- 
can Indian civilization by presenting abor- 
iginal, historical and contemporary life of 
the red men who constitute 5 per cent of 
the total population of the state, one-third 
of the Indian population of the nation.

A special committee on transit

terday reversed a Detroit circuit 
judge who denied Mrs. Theresa 
Schnepf the damages on grounds 
she assumed risks such as brok- 
en bones when she agreed to take 
dancing lessons. 

Wayne Circuit Judge Thomas 
F. Maher had set aside a jury 
verdict in the woman’s favor and 
ruled out the damages in the 
original trial in February 1951. 

The Supremé Court overrode 
Maher’s ruling after witnessing 
an exhibition of jitterbugging. 

Justices not only set a prece- 
dent by viewing such goings-on 
in the chambers of the state’s 
highest court but also for the 
first time used the term “jitter- 
bug” in an opinion. 

The accident occurred Jan. 3, 
1949. Mrs. Schnepf testified the 
instructor failed to keep a tight 
grasp on her hand.

MARION, Ill, May 17*(AP)— 
Four persons were found dead 
and two others were killed yester- 
day in separate southern Illinois 
shootings. 

The bodies of three members 

of one family and that of an old- 
age pensioner living with the 
family were discovered in their 
farm home 12 miles southeast of 
Marion. 
' At Metropolis, 40 miles south

73 years old, a merchant police- 
man, shot and killed his es- 
tranged wife, Lola, 52, and then 
killed himself on a busy Gown 
town street, 

The farm victims were Bryan 
Cash, 42; his wife, Dimple, 40; 
their daughter, Genevieve, 11, and 
the pensioner, George Tripp, 80. 
Coroner Simmons said Tripp ap- 


bed with a double-barreled shot- 
gun, then shot the sleeping girl 
with a .22 caliber rifle before 
returning to his room and killing 
himself. 

Tripp was found, fully clothed, 
on his bed with the rifle across 
one arm. The others were in night 
clothes. 

A farm neighbor, Irvin Griffin, 
50, discovered Tripp’s body as 
he looked through a _ window, 
seeking Cash. Griffin said he had 
not seen the family since Tues- 
day. 

Simmons said no note was 
found and no motive for the kill- 
ings had been established.

Opposition to a municipally- 
owned mass transportation sys- 


tem was voiced yesterday by 
Charles E. Albanese, president of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

A special committee on transit 


problems is now studying pro- 
posals by Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
to determine whether the city 
should establish a mass transper- 
tation system, either by acquiring 
the equipment and facilities of 


or by creating a new and com- 
peting system. 


Albanese said he agreed with 
Mayor Darst that the Public Serv- 
ice Co. has been reducing service 
and increasing fares in an effort 
to unload its property on the city, 
but he contended that municipal 
ownership and operation ‘of the 
System could not be successful. 


In a petition opposing the com- 
pany’s latest request to the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
for a rate increase, the city 
charged that the purpose was to 
force it to take over the compa- 
ny’s property. 

Albanese said that the history 
of municipal ownership in other 
cities shows that method of oper- 
ation has not been any more suc- 
cessful than private operation. He 
pointed out that the Chicago 
Transit Authority is raising fares 
to 20 cents on June 1, the sixth 
increase in rates since the au- 


tem in 1947. | . 

“The transportation problem is 
a tough one for the Mayor,” he 
said, “but I don’t see that mu- 
nicipal ownership is the solution. 
Private ownership is the best 
method of operation if people are 
provided adequate service.” 

He suggested that the Public 
Service Commission force the 
company to provide improved 
service.

LANSING, Mich., May 17 (UP) 
—A 55-year-old widow who broke 
her arm during a jitterbug lesson 
will receive $3645 damages from 
Arthur Murray Studios. . 

After serious study of the 
“spin-turn” jitterbug maneuver, 
the Michigan Supreme Court yes- 
terday reversed a Detroit circuit 
judge who denied Mrs. Theresa 
Schnepf the damages on grounds 
she assumed risks such as brok- 
en bones when she agreed to take 
dancing lessons. , 

Wayne Circuit Judge Thomas 
F. Maher had set aside a jury 
verdict in the woman’s favor and 
ruled out the damages in the 
original trial in February 1951. 

The Supreme Court overrode 
Maher’s ruling after witnessing 
an exhibition of jitterbugging. 

Justices not only set a *prece- 
dent by viewing such. goings-on 
in the chambers of the state’s 
highest court but also for the 
first time used the term “jitter- 
bug” in an opinion.

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4 PERSONS FOUND 
SHOT 10 DEATH IN 
BEDSNEAR MARION 


Man, 80, Killed Farm 
Family, Self, Coroner 
Says — Murder-Suicide 
on Street in Metropolis. 


MARION, Ill,, May 17 (AP)— 
Four persons were found dead 
and two others were killed yester- 
day in separate southern Illinois 
shootings. 

The bodies of three members 
of one family and that of an old- 
age pensioner living with the 


farm home 12 miles southeast of 
Marion. 

At Metropolis, 40 miles south 
on the Ohio river, Joseph Smith, 
73 years old, a merchant police- 
man, shot and killed his es- 
tranged wife, Lela, 52, and then 
killed himself on a busy down- 
town street. 

The farm victims were Bryan 
Cash, 42; his wife, Dimple, 40; 
their daughter, Genevieve, 11, and 
the pensioner, George Tripp, 80. 
Coroner Simmons said Tripp ap- 
parently killed the parents in their 
bed with a double-barreled shot- 
gun, then shot the sleeping girl 
with a .22 caliber rifle before 
returning to his room and killing 
himself. 

Tripp was found, fully clothed, 
on his bed with the rifle across 
one arm. The others were in night 
clothes. . 

A farm neighbor, Irvin Griffin, 
50, discovered Tripp’s body as 
he looked through a_ window, 
seeking Cash. Griffin said he had 
not seen the family since Tues- 
day. 

Simmons said no note was 
found and no motive for the kill- 
ings had been established. 


At Metropolis some 150 persons 
were in the area when Smith 
pumped three bullets into Mrs. 
Smith’s heart. He then fired the 
.32 caliber pistol once through his 
own heart. 

Mrs. Smith had just returned 
to town from her job as a rural 
school teacher and Smith was 
about to go on duty as a watch- 
man for several Metropolis stores.

Fearful Child 


By Angelo Patri 


ITTLE children have scant understanding of human rela- 
L_tionshin and are often harsh and even cruel in their treat- 

ment of weaker playmates. Should any child show timidity 
in their presence, such children will fall upon them and beat 
them, chase them into their own doorways, stone them and 
shriek gleefully when the tormented child cries for mercy and 
for help. This is not planned cruelty. It is child nature in 
the raw, and while that phase lasts we have to be ready to 
disapprove and discipline the lusty ones and encourage and 
strengthen the weaker ones. 

This is much easier for me to say than for parents and 
teachers to do. No amount of talking will change a timid child 
into a courageous one or an unfeeling one into a sympathetic 
one. Talking helps, stories help but there must be something 
more. How can the weaker child be made sturdy enough to 
stand up for his rights, for his place among his companions, for 
self-defense and self-respect?

THE FIRST STEP is the physical examination by a chil- 
dren’s specialist. There is something wrong when a 4-year-old 
boy runs home in tears because his. companions shoved him 
aside in the game, something wrong when he runs away instead 
of hitting back. 

The physician who works with children will discover any 
physical cause and perhaps put his finger on the mental 
difficulties that beset the child. The poor vision, the defective 
hearing, the diseased tonsils and teeth cases are soon set right. 
The glandular difficulties take longer but most of them can 
be helped greatly. 

Mental attitudes, the mental health that sets the attitudes, 
require careful searching and the most skillful care, but again, 
many children are helped by understanding nurses and physi- 
cians to overcome their difficulties and to take their rightful 
places among their playmates.

IT IS USELESS to tell a timid child.who has been chased 
home by his jeering playfellows that he must stand up like a 
man and give punch for punch, jeer for jeer. If he could do 
that he would not be running home with the pack at his heels. 
If he were able to defend himself and hold the respect of his 
very earthy playmates, nobody would have to tell him how to 
do it. He needs building up in physical and mental health.

This sort of thing seems to be 
the latest switch in Russian tac- 
tics. Now we are being accused of 
doing all kinds of things that 
some of us probably never would 
even think of. As a result, it sim- 
ply teaches us what we may ex- 
pect the Kremlin to do. 

One thing is Interesting, how- 
ever. I find that in the Human 
Rights Commission meetings 
there is a tendency to see through 
certain Russian statements, and 
take them as just so much crn- 
versation to be listened to, | ¢ 
not accepted as serious. 
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I WISH this same attitude could 
spread throughout the United 
States. Then when we see that the 
Russians have accused us of using 
tactics that are unthinkable to 
most of us, we will just smile to 
ourselves and say: “Well, this is 
what they consider possible but 
we know the accusation is just 
propaganda.” 

I also wish we could get over 
being afraid of their having the 
power to persuade any of us to 
believe in their doctrines. We 
ought to know their doctrines and 
their tactics so well by this time 
that we should feel perfectly con- 
fident. If we could make them 
realize this they would cease to 
try to inspire us with the kind of 
fear that occasionally takes hold 
of some of our people who feel 
they cannot trust themselves to 
deal with this unknown enemy. 
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1 HAVE a letter from a young 
Indian priest who is studying 
here at Fordham University. He 
has set himself a goal and he 
wants to get help from us here 
on a voluntary basis. He feels 
that in India it would be wonder- 
ful to establish a Boys’ Town, 
modeled on what he has learned 
here about our various Boys’ 
Towns. 

I cannot tell the story of why 
he wants to do this any better 
than to quote his letter to me: 

“Perhaps very little is known 
in this country about India, the 
land of millions and the land of 
poverty.. In this land of plenty 
and of opportunities one perhaps 
does not realize the abject pov- 
erty and helplessness of thou- 
sands, especially the misery of 
many homeless children. Some- 
thing must be dcne for those 
homeless and suffering children 
before they die of hunger and 
want. 

“There is no need to describe 
what an amount of gocd institu- 
tion like a Boys’ Town will do 
for those hundreds of children. 
I am trying to start a Boys’ Town 
in South India to take care of a 
few hundreds of these homeless 


boys.

Notes on Dissimilar Metals. 


ONSIDERING the fact that 
Crecopie haven't done such a 

wonderful job in getting along 
with one another It’s not so sur- 
prising to find the same short- 
coming in certain metals. 

The metals most commonly 
found around the house are cop- 
per, alumnium and galvanized 
iron and these three just don't 
get along. In fact, when they 
get together they immediately 
set to work to destroy one an- 
other, and like their human coun- 
terparts, they succeed extremely 
well. 

The best and safest rule when 
dealing with dissimilar metals is 
to keep them far apart. For in- 
stance, don’t put a _ section of 
aluminum gutter in with copper 
or with galvanized iron ones. 
Don’t fasten copper screening to 
aluminum frames or to wood 
frames with aluminum tacks. It’s 
even bad to connect a section of 


: 


copper water tubing into a length 
of galvanized iron pipe. 

Of course, sometimes this can’t 
be prevented and when it can't, 
be sure that the two metals are 
insulated from one another. For 
example, if copper flashing comes 
in contact with aluminum gutters, 
coat the area where they join 
with roofing cement. If metal 
BX electric cable runs across 
copper or brass pipes, cover the 
cable with friction tape so it 
won’t come into direct contact 
with the pipe.

This hand occurred in an En- 
glish team-of-four tournament, 
and at least one of the South 
players opened the auction with 
four hearts. The excellent En- 
glish analyst, Terrence Reese, 
writing in the magazine men- 
tioned above, discussed the diffi- 
culties facing North-South in 
reaching the good contract of six 
hearts, after the shutout opening. 

Reese properly raised the issue 
of whether North should or should 
not bid over partner’s four hearts, 
and concluded that even with 
North making a four-spade try, 
the slam picture is far from clar- 
ified. He suggests ‘but with un- 
derstandable diffidence) that, over 
four spades, South can venture to 
bid five clubs and that North can 
then cue-bid his diamond ace, 
whereupon South can afford to 
bid six hearts—but the fact re- 
mains that two expert and ha- 
bitual partners failed to reach the 
slam, and that it is difficult to 
reach under the circumstances. 


I was surprised that Reese, one 
of the world’s outstanding players 
and analysts, should not have 
placed his finger on what would 
seem to be the real flaw in the 
auction under review. That is 
the opening four-heart bid. Even 
vulnerable, South is too strong 
(according to American ideas) for 
this opening. If North had already 
passed it would be quite a differ- 
ent matter, but with slam pos- 
sibilities so implicit, most Amer- 
ican experts would choose an 
opening one-heart call. The pres- 
ence of the club king would in- 
fluence them greatly because of 
its suit-controlling feature as 
well as its trick-winning virtue. 
That is, with Q-J-x of clubs on 
the side, instead of the king, they 
would undoubtedly think well of 
the four-heart bid because the 
slam picture would involve the 
need for too many controls in 
partner's hand. 


How It Staried

“To Burn One’s Boats.” 


HE inquiry here is for the 
T origin of “To burn one’s 

boats,” a phrase fairly famil- 
iar in common speech to express 
the making of a decision—a de- 
cision rendered irrevocable by 
action which makes reconsidera- 
tion impossible. 


It is one thing to decide not to 
embark on an adventure, another 
to burn the ‘boats without which 
it is impossible to take the step. 

“Burning your bridges,” is an- 
other expression of the same idea. 
Indeed, the connection of irre- 
vocable decision with the crossing 
of a stream, the concept of a 
water barrier, seems to echo from 
one such crossing which made 
history. 

It is the history of Caesar's 
crossing of the Rubicon. Today, 
we are not even sure as to the 
stream which has become prover- 
bial as the Rubicon, Some histor- 
ians identify it as a brook, now 
known as the Fluminico or “little 
river,” and Caesar is supposed to 
have crossed this near the village 
of Savignano; and there are 
claims for another small stream 
which flows into the Adriatic near 
Rimini and is called the Luso. But 
men have not forgotten, and will 
probably never forget the decis- 
ion Caesar made there, which 
Plutarch, in his celebrated 
“Lives,” so eloquently described 
in the following lines: 

“But finally, with a sort of pas- 
sion, as if abandoning calculation 
and casting himself upon the fu- 
ture, and uttering the phrase 
with which men usually prelude 
their plunge into desperate and 
daring fortunes, ‘Let the die be 
cast.’ He hastened to cross the 
Rubicon.” 

And so “the die is cast” every 
day in modern speech, and Amer- 
icans who do not know what the 
Rubicon is, speak of “crossing the 
Rubicon’—and the image of the 
water barrier lives in alusions to 
“burning one’s bridges’ and 
“burning one’s boats.” 

The phrase under discussion 
seems to be recent origin, for it 
traces’ back in print no earlier 
than in a book about Africa pub-

| OR three days I have been 
F writing about the life of Mo- 
| handas Gandhi, often called 
| Mahatma Gandhi. This widely 
| known leader of India is one of 
' the interesting figures of the past 
century. More than any other 
man, he Ted the way toward free- 
dom for his country. He worked 
toward his goal, but asked his fol- 


revolt. 


It seems strange that this man 
of peace died from violence. After 
receiving his fatal wound, he 
asked. almost with his last breath, 
that the assassin be forgiven. He 
died just at the time his country 
was about to enjoy its inde- 
pendence, 
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MANY OTHER sidelights in his 
life are worthy of note. Gandhi 
became famed as a speaker mov- 
ing throngs of people by his 
earnest words, but in his young 
manhood he was tongue-tied. He 
was too shy for a time, to make a 
public speech, even in a small 
courtroom. 

After setting up as a lawyer in 
Bombay, at the age of 23, Gandhi 
‘went before a judge to argue a 
When 
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he arose to speak, he found that 
words failed him, and asked an- 
other lawyer to handle the case. 

Very different was this man 
when he grew older, and took up 
the cause of his people! Then 
words came to him freely, spring- 
ing from his heart. 

On their return from South 
Africa to India, Gandhi and his 
wife were showered with gifts, in- 
cluding golden ornaments. Rather 
than hurt the feelings of their 
friends, they accepted the gifts 
but later sold them so the money 
could be used for the we of 
the poor. Mrs. Gandhi would have 
liked to keep a golden necklace, 
but she turned it over with the 
other gifts to ee her husband.

NEVER IN HIS -LIFE did
